To well's favorite maro was a blood 
bay. Thil animal had a habit 
foaming at the mouth and exposing 
tho whites of her eyes. Mounted on 
this mare, the strange man u rode 
hit and far to nhare war's Bel 
perils." The people here in Virginia 
who remember Powell as he appeared 
twenty years ago with his pale face, 
slouch hat, and mysterious ways, 
mounted on that bay maro, dashing 
and splashing through the woods, 
across fields, over ditonei and fences, 
by day, nt night, and through all 
kinds of weather, almost believe that 
ho must have been a stray knight 
from tho black forest. 

During the cannonading of Jack- 
son and Hanks across the Shenandoah 
river a shell entered the gable end of 
a house of tho Valley pike exploded, 
struck a bureau at which a young 
lady was dressing her hair to an Iftp 
per room, ohipped off a largo we< 
shaped piece or the bureau and drove 
it into her back under the right 
shoulder blade. The same day i 
voting Confederate soldier was 
brought to the same house by some 
of his companions, shot through the 
lungs. Toe name of tho girl was 
Lily Bowie; tho name of the soldier 
was Lewii Powell. Miss Bowie was 
the daughter of a gentleman from 
Alabama, who had married a Virginia 
lady. Under these singular circum- 
stances these two young Southern 
people met in Virginia, wounded al 

most unto death, and formed an at- 
tachment for each other which only 
ended when the one breathed out the 
last of 1 i ft* upon the •ooffold in Wash- 
ington, and the other returned a bro- 
ken hearted woman to her far- way 
home in the South. 

When Powell had recovered from 
his WOttnd ho went to Richmond 
guard to some prisoners. While in 
Kielimond he attended the theatre for 
the first time in his life. John 
Wilkes Booth, who was in EUohmond 
at the time, appeared in the east.. 
Powell was so delighted with Booth's 

acting that, he sought his acquaintance 

and gained it. At that time Booth 
was engaged in his plan to abduct the 

[dent of the United states and 

his cabinet. He saw in Powell 

material to i in his plot. As 

Burr wound himself into tho open 
heart of the unfortunate Blennerh 
by tho elegance of his manners, the 
beauty of his conversation, and the 

power <>f his eloquence! ho Booth 

infused the venom of his own ambi 
t ion into the credulous heart of this 
gawky and impressible country-boy 
and found him an easy conquost. 

Suavity of pretended hriendo, oter 

flowing bowls, jellies and champs 
turned Older heads than Tow 
and if ho had no strength tO resist 
the blandishments of John Wilkes 
Booth, he at least paid for his weak- 
ness with his lite. Powell was a 
brave man, and it is a pity he was 
not brave enough to to resist the wiles 
of hii evil genius. Bat he was not ; 
on the contrary, from the hour ho 
first mel Booth he was his to do as 
he p l eo ee d with. Leaving Richmond, 
Powell returned to the Piedmont 
Bection a changed man. 

Powell soon began to sell off his 
horsos and disposed of hii effects, 
ing he would be gone for son 
months on his Maryland expedition, 
Powell left Fauquier some time In 

January, 1865. Miss Ul\ Bowiequite 
nafurally gives a belli I iption Of 

her parting with Powell, promised tO 
return within a few months. She 
i saw him again.

After leaving Pauqaier, Powell 
went to Noakesville, on the Virginia 
Midland railroad, where ho left his 
horse ami e I his uniform for 

a suit of eitmm's clothes. He then 

eeded to well down the raih 

toward Alexandria Near Alexandria 

lie Ml Home Federal pickets, re 



presenting himself as a refugee, was 
conveyed to Alexandria, where he took 
th< 4 oath of allegiance to the United 

States government as "Lewis Payne, 
of Fauquier of county, Va., " and 
allowed to pass through the lines. 
His reasons for assuming the name of 
" Payne " oau only be accounted for 
upon the two-fold hypothesis; first, 
that he wanted to hail' from a section 
of the people and geography of which 
be was familiar, and to select a name 
identified with that section of country ; 
second, he probably desired to take a 
name easily remembered, and one 
with the connection and relationship 
of which be w r as familiar. 

Precisely at the hour when these ter- 
rible Bcenes were being enacted in 
Ford's theatre on Tenth street, in 
Washington, when Booth had sent his 
fatal ball crashing through the brain of 
Abraham Lincoln, and had leaped from 
the box tO thi stage, brandishing a 
dagger and crying, li Sic semper tyran- 
nus," and the whole audience was 
shocked, amazed and stunned, and 
the wounded president clutched ami 
gasped for life, Lewis Powell pre- 
sented himself at the resilience of 
Secretary Seward, who had 1 
thrown from his buggy a few days 
before and was confined to his bed, 
and asked to he shown to the S 
laiv'sroom. He was met at thi 
door by Win. EL Hell, a colored 
butler, who told Powell that ho could 
not sec the secretary. Powell had a 
Bmall vial of medicine in his coat front, 
lie wore a dark gray coat, black troii 
sers, with light overcoat and slouch fell 
hat bent down over his eye. He spoke 
in a firm, but low tone of voice, and 
said he had been sent by Dr. Verd with 
the medicine, and with instructions 
ee the secretary in persons ami tell 
him how it should be taken. After 
hesitation he was admitted by 
the butler, and when had ascended the 
stairs he was met by Frederick Se- 
ward, who demanded to know his 
business, when Powell felled bin 
the Boor, cutting bira fw ice in the 
head with a knife aeld with the blade 
down below his hand ; he then turn-. 
ed upon Bell and disabled him severely 
lie then proceeded to tho room of the 
Secretory and was met Ot the door by 
Augustus Seward, whom he stabbed 
well nigh unto death, cutting him live 
or six times. Pushing his way into 
the sick room he was attacked bj I 
F. Robinson, the nurse, and by It. W. 
Hansell. The former he wounded in 
tin* face and forehead with his knife, 
and the latter ho slabbed over the sixth 
rib to the depth of six or seven inches. 
Forcing his way past the other atten- 
dants in the room he, went to the bed 
side of Mr. Seward and stabbed him 
three tunes, inflicting ghastly wounds 
in his jaw, neck and breast. In the 
struggle the secretary rolled out of 
I lying on the floor in his 
blood when his physicians arrived, his 
attendants being utterly dosed by 

the sudden and terrible onslaught n\' 
this leroeious man. 

The only words uttered by the 
assassin during all this awful conflict 
were : M I am mad I " and these WON 
uttered in a "strangely intense, but 
not a strong roioe," as described by 
the witnesses at the trial. As Powell 
left thi dwelling of the secretary and 
mounted his horse, he slashed at the 
colored man who had field him, cutting 
him about tho fa< I v. He then 

threw the knife to the ground, riding 
out Vermont avenuo slowly for a lew 
squares, put Bpurs to his horse and 
rodi oat into thi darkness and was 
seen no more until he was arrested in 
it the \m*u^o of Mrs. Sin I 
• till sti W., in Washing 

When arreeted Powell had one 
Of his trousers' legs tolled up, a skull 
00p On his head and a pickax on his 
shoulder. He said he had come to dig 
a ditch lor Mrs. Surratt, but she de 
any knowledge of him. He W08 
sent tO thi headquarters of General 
ir, and upon an examination of 
of tin* boots he wore, one of them was 
found to contain the name of John 
Wikes Booth,

Others may have felt uneasy at 
leaving, on account of their indolence 
in school, where they will never learn 
further, as their terms have expired. 
If they look back with sorrow upon 
their time wasted and wish to do 
better in the future, they can try to 
do their best to improve and strength 
en their minds by reading the daily 
papers and good library books. It is 
on old saying, " Never too late to 
mend t M as no one can ever stop learn- 
but they must work nnuli harder 
than they aid a4 We hope 

they will do so at once. Never make 
excuses that time cannot be obtained 
for reading and writing. 

When the boat reached the hilly 
place, Albany, there came some deaf- 
mute gentlemen and ladies on the 
wharf, waiting for their mute friends 

on the boat.

Could Mutes make First-rate Cooks 
"and Bakers T 

Editor Journal : — I cannot refrain 
from writing a few lines to say that it 
is a real surprise to me, as well as to 
the enlightened silent community, 
that as a general rule speaking cooks 
and bakers are employed to cook and 
make bread in nearly all our institu- 
tions. To have mutes so employed 
is shamefully ignored. Cooks in first 
class hotels get $2,000 to $6,000 a 
year. Will not the principals (who 
feel interested in the welfare of the 
class) make effort to discharge speak 
ing cooks and bakers from their 
schools in order to put nm to men in 
their places! This fact would, I 
doubt not, stimulate pupils to exert 
themselves to the utmost to become 
skilled in cooking and making bread 
I know there are many mutes who 
could make fine cooks and bread- 
bakers. Therefore, no excuse for the 
principals and directors if they cannot 
do so. For what are mute children 
sent to schools to be educated! 

My earnest hope is that boys and 
girls will bo made to take lessons in 
cooking and baking under the super- 
vision of a first class cook at school 
The most of them would surely sue 
Oeed in the world when they L< 
school. Needless to say that many 
mutes have superior minds, and if 
properly trained, could command any 
thing to success. We, this silent 
community, ought to see to tl 
things done, but if the principals and 
directors should neglect to carry this 
idea to good account, we should not 
fail to trouble legislatures with pe- 
titions to secure a law passed to en- 
force principals to employ mute men 
as cooks in schools, wliere mutes 
taught. This is right and just. We 
should not fold our arms behind and 
see such things remain undone. 
Arouse yourselves to the invaluable 
fact ! This beautiful world was made 
for the good of mankind, so every 
\ ought to be equally useful while 
on the globe. Their deprivation of 
ipeeoh and hearing docs not amount 
to anything after they are educated. 
Ye principals and teachers, I hop* 1 
will do your solemn duty before your 
dor to see to these things done or 
you will not be rewarded when your 
days are numbered, but will be 
damned. As this world moves on, we 
must go ahead !

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INSTITUTION WHISPERINGS. 



We take the following account of 
the Closing Exercises from the New 
York Herald, feeling it will be more 
appreciated than any we could write : 

The Closing Day of the New York 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb 
always brings a large attendance to 
Washington Heights and yesterday, 
the beautiful grounds of the estab- 
lishment on the banks of the Hudson 
were in a flutter with visitors and pu- 

fiils preparing to depart. Of late, the 
nstitation, which is one of the largest 
in the State, has greatly increased the 
sphere of its utility, and several 
branch places of instruction have 
opened. During the past year, Mr. 
Erastus Brooks has become President 
of the Board of Directors and Dr. 
Isaac Lewis Peet has remained in 
charge of the educational department, 
while to Dr. William Porter the charge 
of all administrative affairs belongs. 
The latter, in addition to the superin- 
tence of the establishment, is also the 
chief physician, and has associated 
with him a competent staff. 

PRESIDENT BROOKS' ADDBESS. 

It is only at such celebrations as 
this that the public are given an op- 
portunity of understanding the great 
strides that have been made in later 
years in supplying the wants deaf- 
mutes experience in the loss or defec- 
tiveness of their faculties. The chil- 
dren who appeared on the platform of 
the Institution chape J, displayed an 
intelligence inferior in no way to 
those whom nature had more highly 
favored, and their marvelous mas- 
tery of the language of signs was a 
subject of surprise to all present. 
When the spacious chapel, which had 
been suitably decorated, was filled, 
the programme was opened with pray- 
er, after which President Erastus 
Brooks delivered his address. He ex-
